Albany has Issued an order suspend- 
ing the •chedule of increased rates 
which the Walton People's Telephone/ 
company had announced as effective 
March 1. The commission ordered 
a hearing on the Increa** before Com/- 
miaslorer Blakealee, at Blnghamton on 
Monday next Complaints against the 
proposed increase had been flled by 
the Walton village trustees and by the 
Chamber of Commerce.
